‘Outward Show of Revolt Largely 
Removed by Nicholas’ Pied ze to 
See That Russian Working 
men’s Demands Are Met at 
Once. 


GORKY CONDEMNED TO 
DIE; OTHERS ARE SPARED. 


Government Shows Clemency to 
Minor Leaders of Revolutionary 
Movement, but Will Inflict Bx- 
treme Penalty on Novelist. 


BERLIN, Jan. 27.—Severe fight- 
ing has occurred between work- 
men and troops in Rodam, Poland, 
according to telegrams received 
here. 

In the first of two battles six 

officers, 38 soldiers and over 100 
workmen are reported killed. 

In the second cngagement 50 
workmen were killed and many 
soldiers and workmen wounded.

ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 27.—By pledging 
himself to see that the Russian workine- 
man’s demands are met by the great em- 
ployers, the Czar has largely removed the 
outward show of revolt in St. Petersburg. 

Throughout the rést of the cmpire the 
Strike is spreading but without serious 
manifestations of violence. In the capital 
many of the men, convince! that they are 
to have higher pay, shorter hours and bct- 
ter working conditions, are rcturning to 
their employment. 

Yesterday's battle between 
and strikers at Riga resulted, today’s re- 
ports show, in the death of twenty-nine 
women and two men, and the wounding of 
thirty-nine civilians and eight soldiers. 

Although in the city calmnese induced by 
the presénce of the military prevails, the 
court is filled with intrigue and terror. ‘The 
latest sensational report is that the Em- 
peror and Imperial family have fled to La- 
vadia. 

Dispatches received here today tell of a 
strike being started this morning at War- 
saw. A number of factories are closed, 
and though the strike is spreading rapidly 
the workmen are quiet. 

Early this, morning Chief of Police Roud- 
neff posted a proclamation pointing out 
to the workmen that the government's 
action will be a reduction of hours of la- 
bor and declaring that preservation of or- 
der is indispensable. The workmen are 
urged to return to work.

ST. PETERSBURG. Jan. 27.—Maxim 
Gorky, the novelist, alone among the prom- 
inent Russian literary men engaged in the 
recent uprising, is to pay the penalty on the 
scaffold for defiance to the Czar. 

That Gorky must die the Grand Duke 
Viadimir is Said to be determined. The 
novelist’s assumption of the presidency of 
the revolutionary party's provisional gov- 
ernment is deemed “unforgivable.” 

The decision to extend clemency to the 
other members of the “literary committee” 
which urged Prince Mirsky, at the out- 
break of the St. Petersburg troubles, to 
withdraw the troops and avert bloodshed, 
is said to have created:so much anger, even 
emong close friends and trusted advisors 
of the grand duke, that the execution of 
the death sentence upon all ten of them 
was considered unwise. 

For Father Gopon the authorities have 
searched everywhere. Both in St. Peters- 
burg and Moscow hundreds of houses have 
been searched, but though many of the 
workingmen must know his hiding place, 
and lUberal rewards have been offered for 
him, not a trace of him has been found. 

Five thousand persons, of whom 18 are 
women, have already been arresied and 
many of them are already on,their way 
to Siberia without even the pretense of a 
trial, 

Throughout the empire rioting continues. 
The number of strikers rather grows than 
diminishes, despite the fact that the work- 
ingmen have returned to their factories in 
a number of instances. 

In the main it appears, however, that the 
backbone of the revolt has been broken 
and all that is feared is an outbreak of 
ussassination and bomb throwing. 

The riot at Vilna, in which 30 workmen 
were shot down and a number of police 
officers killed, was yesterday's most sert- 
ous demonstration. 

The Pohis manufactory, the largest cot- 
ton mill in St. Petersburg, was burned 
last night with heavy loss. It was set on

PUT FRILLS ON 
“SIMPLE LIFE." 


Plans of Supt. Soldan for High 
School’s Midwinter Commence- 
ment Carried Out With Some 
Additions by Outgoing Class.

Omission of Jewelry Was Chief 
Concession Made to Simplicity 


Plan—Girls Outnumber the 
Boys Three to One. 


When Superintendent of Schools Soldan 
decreed that the midwinter graduating ex- 
ercises of Central High School should be 
ccencucted in harmony. with theories of the 
“sin. ple life,’ he probably was not aware 
that simple white frocks could recelve so 
many different treatments he beheld 
from his box during the exercises at ihe 
Odeon Friday morning. 

Supt. Soldan also stated that flowers 
would be strictly prohibited. The gradu- 
ates evidently had other ideas of the sim- 
ple life, for the girls—nearly 100 of them 
—carried bouquets of red carnations. 

The dresses were all white, but some of 
then: were elaborate. They had been care- 
fully planned for months and one girl re- 
maiked before she walked on the stage: “I 
had my gown planned and partly made 
when they started to talk about simplicity, 
and I didn’t change it much. I don't ex- 
pect graduating to become a habit with 
me, so I’m going .to look as nice as I 
can this once.’’ 


Trains Were Not Limited. 


Despite the official ~ prejudice against 
dresses with trains, several were in evi- 
dence. One of the girl graduates who ap- 
peared on the program wore a trailing 
gown of lace-covered silk. In some way 4 
long rent was torn in it. One of the teach-

ers repaired it so that it was not noticeabie | 


when she appeared. 

Among the younger teachers there was a 
silent approval of the desire expressed by 
some of the girls to disregard the syperin- 
tendent’s ideas of simplicity: 

‘The dressmakers, not the Board of Hid- 
ucation, set the faxhions,”’ said one of these 
teachers to a group of graduates. 

IAs fast as flowers were received in th: 
lobby, the messengers were sent around t 
the stage, wherethe bouqvyets were arrang>s 
on a table in charge of Miss Jennie Jones 
a teacher. The graduates were not per- 
mitted to select the floral offermgs ad- 
dressed to them until e¢iter the cxercises 
closed. 

The boys of the class appeared in ordi- 
nary business suits. In previous years 
they have always dressed in Tuxedos, but 
the official edict and the fact that the exer- 
cises were to be held in the morning prac- 
tically barred dress clothes. 

The lack of flower messengers in the 

aisles was noticeable, but a great many 
hewers arrived, nevertheless, and were 
sent back on the stage. Superintendent 
Soldan said that there was no objection to 
the flowers worn by the graduates, but 
that the prohibition was intended only to 
prevent the handing of bouquets over the 
footlights. 

“This is the first time the graduates have 
carried out the idea of simplicity to any 
great extent,’’ said Mr. Soldan to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter. ‘“‘They started it them- 
selves. Instead of the sweeping trains of 
former years, the girls appear in skirts of 
average length. Most of the dresses are 
of muslin, and simp’e in their make. 


Jewelry Omitted. 

“The boys are not put to the expense of 
purchasing expensive clothing for just this 
one function, and I think they are better 
satisfied with this arrangement—at least 
those who can ill afford to make such an 
outlay.”’ 

“I gave instructions that no fowers 
could be received by the graduates until 
after the exercises were over.” 

Notwitstanding the fact that simplicity 
in dress was urged, a number of girls wore 
white dresses upon which many frills and 


ruffies proclaimed them out of the ordin- 
ary. As to trains, well the girls say they 
are out of style. Not all were of muslin. 
There was very little display of jeweiry. 

‘its all perfectly lovely, said Miss 
Amelia C. Fruchte, teacher of Shakspeare 
in the High School, “the girls’ dress to- 
day was beautiful in its simplicity. There 
was a noticable lack of jewels and not too 
many flowers.”’ 

‘lhe stage decorations were neither sim- 
ple nor elaborate, Smilax in the form of 
a crescent depended from the ceting with 
the cl.iss motto “Meliora Sequor’ worked 
in red upon it. The stage waa lined with 
otted palms.

MIKADO'S ARMY 
DRIVEN BACK IN 
HUN RIVER FIGHT 


Japanese Advance on Russiau 
Troops in Manchuria Meets 
With Severe Repulse, Much 
Ground Is Lost and Several} 
Guns Taken. 


BERLIN, Jan. 27.—A dispatch to the 
Lokal Auseiger from Mukden today, 
time, 0:15 a, m. sayet 

“A general engagement began yester- 
day and continues today. Already the 
losses on both sides are considerable. 
The fighting is specially henvy at the 
center.” 


RUSSIAN HEADQUARTERS, 
MOUNTAIN, Manchuria, Jan. 26, 6 p. m.— 
(Delayed in transmission).—After three 
months’ quietude.the Japanese have re- 
sumed activity, attempting to force back 
the Russian right wing. 

A stubborn fight began Jan. & and is 
continuing. today, Jan. 2%. It may be a 
curtain-raiser for the spring campaign. 

The Japanese attack was repulsed and a 
Russian counter break Was so energeiicaily 
pressed that a village within the. former 
Jupanese lincs and of some strateg.cal im- 
portance ‘was taken. Several Japanese 
guns were also captured. There was no 
fighting at the center or on the left flank. 

The Japanese advance.is believed to have 
been inspired in part by the news of the 
Russian international troubles, inteillgence 
of which reached the Russian army at 
dawn, Jan. 2. 

Throughout the night and all today firing 
was heard along the line toward the Hun 
river in the vicinity of the villages of 
Hecksutatl and Ludiutun in the center, 
the Japanese firing occasional shots to get 
ihe range of the Russian positions. 

Gen. Kuropatkin, under date of Jan. B, 
telegraphed as follows to Emperor Nich- 
olos: 

‘The advance of our right flank agains: 
the enemy has commenced. We have oc- 
cupied. Khailatese and. Kheigoutara. No 
detai’s have been received of the losrca in 
these two engagements. We oceppied 
Khallatosa without firing, the Japanese 
veing bayonetted. 

“Khelgoutaya was bravely defended, but 
we finally ocupied it at 10 o'clock at night. 
Our cavalry pursued two regiments of 
Sapatiese dragoons which fied southeast- 
ward. 

“On our left flank a detachment fre- 
yulecd the Japanese and occupied a defile 
vetween Khandiensan and Expansan. An- 
‘ther detachment sent against the enemy's 
fank near Hidkecherg forced the Jananese 
‘o retire and captured 3 cattle.”

JEFFERSON - CITY, Mo., Jan. 27.—In the 
judgment of many legislators, the mos: 
significant feature of last night's hearing 
before the criminal jurisprudence commit- 


tee to consider arguments for and against 


the repeal of the breeders’ law was the 
attitude taken by the State Board of 
Agriculture, which delegated Norman 3. 
Colman to uphold the racetrack gambling 
interests and to plead jfor the retention 
of the gambling statute on the ground 
that bookmakers’ licenses netted the State 
Pair Association $2,000 a year. 

But Mr. Colman, who said he spoke in 
behalf of this department of the Missouri 
government, not only defended the stat- 
wie by reason of its financial advantage 
to the state fair, but because of its moral 
effects. 

His statements to the committee were 
#0 astonishing that when Circuit Arthur 
N. Hager arose to reply he took the charit- 
able view that “Mr. Colman has been 
woefully deceived concerning the race- 
tracks; as many of the statements he has 
made absolutely misrepresemt conditions 
ae they are in St. Louis.” 

The officers ot the State 
Board have been busy for some time in 
Jefferson City lobbying secretly against 
the repeal of the Breeders’ Law, but last 
night they came out into the open and today 
the legislators are wondering how far Gov. 
Polk will continue to permit them to fight 
this legislation. 

Representative Leslie J. Lyons of Kansas 
City, vice-chairman of the committee on 
criminal jurisprudence, Chairman Viles be- 
ing dheent on account of illness, presided 
at last night's meeting, which was held in 
Representatives’ Hall.

After informifig the committee of con- 
ditions prevailing in St. Louis before the 
breeders’ law and how al! other statutes

“Prior to the adoption of the breeders’ 
laws, the large cities of the state, expe- 
claily in commercial sections, were infested 
with so-called poolrooms, where, during the 
course of the year, wager-making on results 
of races run everywhere and every con- 
eeivable event and contest of skill, strength 
and endurance between man and beast, 
prize fights, baseball games, and even on 
the outcome of tlhe city, state aad national 
elections, was tnchecked and conducted 
pilblicly in defiance of all restraint. Adults 
and minors of any age, !n such resorts were 
stimulated and encournged to venture 
trifling fractions of a doliar and educated 
and graduated af vagrants and criminals. 

“In St. Louls, immediately preceding the 
passage of this law, the Fair Grounds track 
had contucted racing 145 days and in ear- 

years had presented racing for an even 
lounger timé. The Sportsman's Park track 
and the South Side track were enjoylihg 
racing by day and by night at all seasous, 
in ne well as in summer weather. 

‘Under the laws then operative, the po- 

authorities were powerless, and suc- 

ful. prosecutions of flagrant violations 
of the statute law were impossible and the 
laws practically dead letters and defied.

there. 

The stairs leading from the first 
the second were soon crowded with 
men, but before any of them reached thx 
top of the flight it collapsed with a crash 
that was heard above the clamor of the 
puffing engines, followed quickly by a sec- 
ond, and 16 men were precipitated into 
the basement of the building, a distance 
of B feet 

As soon as District-Chief Thomas Haines 
Saw what “had happened he rushed into 
the bullding, followed by volunteers from 
different éompanies, and the men were car- 
ried and led from the ctliar of the burn- 
ing bullding.

WAY” AFTER COVETED 


cutes Coup and Will Appear 
Before Admiring Friends. 


DEFIANCE OF “13” HOODOO. 


Previous Revolt Over School 
Board’s Order Against Com- 
mencement Part of Coup. 


In deflance of the school board and the 
13 hoodoo, the February graduates of the 
Belleville High School are going to have 
a commencement. 

They made public a proclamation Frt- 
\day, asserting their independence of schoo! 
board tyrrany and superstition’s trarmmels. 

To emphasize their contempt for the 13 
hoodoo, which was about to deprive them, 
with the co-operation of the school board, 
of the opportunity of ‘“‘commencing,”’ the 
13 members of the class have delfberately 
selected the 8th day of the month 
for their commencement exercises. 

The proclamation followed close on the 
heels of the conferring of the diplomas 
and was a strategical coup. 

When the school board issued its fiat 
three weeks ago that there should be no 
midwinter commencement, and notiefid the 
13 graduates that if they wanted to ‘‘com- 
mence’’ they would have to “commence” 
along with the June class, the midwin- 
ter graduates were very indignant indeed. 
They held a mecting and drew up a re- 
spectful pétition, praying that they might 
have commencement exercises, acgording to 
precedent. The members of the board 
heard the petition and with great solem- 
nity and ponderous firmness agreed that 
it would never do for the school board to 
recede from a position once taken.

’ Mr. Cunningham was asked if the rules 
of the game could not be so changed by 
Jegisiative enactment as to remove the 
@angerous features. 

*“That is the trouble,” he replied, 
the mass plays could be eliminated the, 
purely dangerous element would be re- 
moved. but if we attempt to make rules 
for football in a legislative bill some one 
is likely to pick flaws in the enactment, 
so that it could not stand the test of the 
courts. The only way is to wipe out the 
evil in its entirety.’

DEFENSE TERMS CHARGES

Anti-Mormon Attack, Assert Law- 
yers for Accused, Is Based Only 
on Vague Fear That Something 
May Perhaps Go Wrong. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—The man who 
believed in divine revelation—in immediate 
contact with a divine being—is unfit for the 
United States Senate, according to Judge R. 
W. Taylor, counsel for the Smoot protest- 
ante before the Upper House committee on 
privileges and elections. 

Judge Taylor's views were brought out 
by a series of questions from Senator Knox 
concerning the main points as brought out 
in the evidence why the protestants think 
Smoot should be excluded from the law- 
makers’ body. 

The chief objection to the Utah man, 
Judge Taylor replied, is his connection with 
the Mormon apostieship. 

Go far as the question of polygamy is 
concerned he admitted that had the church 
never attracted attention by advocating 
violations of the law, there would probably 
haye been no controversy. 

Then he quoted from the testimony of 
many witnesses to prove the church's belief 
in divine revelations. Polygamy, he con- 
tinued, resulted from one of them. 


To this immediate contact with a divine 
being, through personal revelation, he de- 
clared that the Protestants do most em- 
phatically object. 

Buch a belief. he concluded, is sufficient 
to exclude anyone from the United States 


nate.

Skilled machinists in the Barry & Weh- 
miller Manufacturing Co.'s workshops at 
Twenty-first and Walnut streets are in- 
tensely interested in the late developments 
of the John Hoch case. Since it seems cer- 
tain that Hoch is none other than John 
Schultz, or Jacob Schmidt, who worked 
with them in the shop from March, 1902 to 
March, 1903, every phase of the man’s char- 
sveter is a subiect of absorbing Interest. 

Schultz or Schmidt, as his name appears 
on the payroll, was a character who made 
a definite impression on his fellow workers 
from the first day. He challenged the at- 
tention of Fred Wehmiller, a member of 
the firm, by applying directly.to him for 
employment instead of seeing the foreman, 
as workmen are accustomed fo do. 

His autocratic ways, his picturesque pro- 
fanity, his energy of character, excessive 
nervousness, the refusal to permit his 
photograph to appear in a group of his fel- 
lows, the rage he manifested when he was 
first called Schultz made him a marked 
man. 

His personal peculiarities were as inter- 
esting to the men who worked at his bench 
as the marvelous tales of past riches and 
future hopes he continually spoke about. | 

“Schmidt claimed my attention the morn- 
ing he entered my office and asked for 
work,’’ Fred Wehmiller, a partner in the 
company, said to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

“Generally workmen seeking employment 
see the foreman and their application 
comes through him. Schmidt adopted the 
direct method. He entered my office. His 
bearing was bold. He told me he had 
worked for the Pullman Car company in 
Chicago and at one time had been foreman 
over a gang of 30 workmen. 

“Ile said he had come to St. Louis to 
work at the opening of the World's Falir, 
but that he saw no chance to get work 
there. 

“This was March 15, 1902. 
by the bearing of the man. He seemed to 
be well educated and acted as if he had 
been prosperous at one time. I gave “him 
a place as a kind of handy, man in the tin- 
shop. His pay was 2% cents an hour. 


Could Not “Look One in Face.”

“Tie proved an industrious workman. His 
energy was remarkable.

“Il once noticed what looked like tattoo 
marks on his left arm.

The mark looked like an 
unchor, which had been partially erased. 
This gave me the idea that he was a sailor. 

“hie seemed to be about 4 years old. He 
told me his name was Jacob Schmidt. 1 
did not know he had ever been called 
sehuitzg until 1 heard the men talking 
aboul it, 

“After Schmidt had been with us for 
several months we made him a ‘straw boss’ 
with- three or four men under him He 
was excitable and would swear loud- 
ly at his helpers. After awhile he began 
to talk about organizing the men in some 
kind of a union. He said they were op- 
pressed. He became an irritation and 
finally on March 14, 1908, I discharged him. 
Hie acted as though he was disheartened. 
I never saw a4 man take the loss of a 
job so hard. Perhaps the poor fellow was 
trying to head a better life and atone for 
his former acts.” 

“Schmidt was a queer duck,” said J. W. 
Dawson, foreman of the shop. “I think 
he was crazy. He acted strange. He tried 
to bose the men, and put on such airs that 
they taughed at him. He would cuss them 
when they jollled him. 

“One Saturday night he told me that 
his wife had died in Chicago and that he 
would have to go up there. He said it 
was hard luck, and would cost him money. 

“He was a otingy man. Once in a while 
he would buy the boys who were with him 
4 gzlass of beer, but happen 
often. 

“He would yell at the fellows workin 
with him so that you could hear him all

Boarder Is Not Surprised. 

ErnestRist, an optical instrument maker 
of 615 Pine street, knew John Schultz dur- 
ing the latter's residence here perhaps bet- 
ter thap anyone else. He boarded with 
Mrs. Schultz throughout the year prior 
to her death and was in a position to 
observe the husband's actions closely. -Mr. 
Rist told a Post-Dispatch reporter Friday 
that the recent developments implicating 
Schuliz in alleged wife-murder did not sur- 
prise him in the least, 

‘In fact,”” said Mr. Rist, “so peculiar 
was the man’s conduct after his wife's 
death, that I felt positive something was 
wrong.

Asked if he knew of Schultz getting any 
money from his wife, Mr. Rist said that he 
remembered hcaring Mrs. Scliultz say that 
she had drawn a hundred or so dollars 
from bank to give to her husband. This 
was shortly after the marriage. 

“Schultz was a smooth talker,’’ resumed 
Mre. Rist, “and as we never caught him in 
any misstatements during the year we had 
no reason to distrust him. When his wife 
was taken ill I afterwards recalled that his 
actions-were very peculiar for a man in his 
position. But it was after the death that 
he became noticeably changed. Formerly 
he dressed only as a workingman. The day 
after the funeral he wore a Prince Albert 
coat and silk hat. During the year of his 
marriage I never saw him intoxicated, but 
after his wife's death he came home in 
great hilarity. Always a great bragger as 
to his workmanship, after her death he be- 
came tiresome on the subject of his skill.” 

“I know, huwever, that he had drawn 
only small wages during the year previous 
and had heard that he had lost his job 
only a week before the death of Mrs. 
Schultz. This developed afterwards to be 
true. 


Gets Check and Disappears. 


“He came to me the day after the fun- 
eral and said that he wanted to pay the 
funeral expenses at once, thereby saving 
the discount. He promised to pay the 
amount of a loan $125 out of e insur- 
ance money, which I knew to be due. I 
advanced it to him and it is still advanced. 
The check was paid to him by the lodge 
treasurer about one week afterwards and 
he left without returning to the house, for 
parts unknown. The undertaker attached 
the furniture for the funeral expenses, 
which had never been paid, either.

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TEXT BOOK BILL 


AGAIN PRESENTED 


Measure That Carries Joy to Book 
Trust Before Illinois Le-isla- 
ture, but Has Little Chance.

SPRINGFIELD, UL, Jan. 27.—A uniform 
text book bill has been presented in the 
Iilinois HIiouse of Representatives. It is 
patterned after similar bills before former 
sessions. , 

Representative Montgomery introduced 
the measure, which, provides that the books 
used throughout the state shall be deter- 
mined by a commission composed of the 
state superintendent of public Instruction, 
the president of the state university and 
three members* to be named by the gov- 
ernor. 

The passage of the bill would bring joy 
to the book trust. but seemingly there is 
little chance for it to get upon the statute 
books. 

Catherine Waugh McCullough succeeded 
in getting her woman's suffrage bill tntro- 
duced ih the Senate. It was presented by 
Senator O. F. Berry. Representative Allen 
took charge’ of the measure in the House. 

The bill gives the right to vote to all 
women of legal age at all municipal elec- 
tions and for all district, city, village and 
township officers, except police magis- 
trates. 

Sam Ericksen’s bill giving private citi- 
zens the right to institute quo warranto 
proceedings is one of the most important 
that has beén introduced up to this time. 
By giving the right to private persons to 
institute quo warranto proceedings after a 
state's attorney has refused for a period 
of 30 days to act, the bill stops public of- 
ficers from prctecting corporations. 

The first legislative payday came Jan.

MAN ASLEEP Ih 
BURNING TENT 
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Railroad. Construction Superin- 
tendent, Burned in Camp Near 
Edwardsville, Ill., Is Now in 
Critical Condition at a Hospital. 


B. B. Thornton, superintendent of con- 
struction of the electric interurban railroad 
building’ north of Edwardsville, Ill., was 
burned so severely in a fire which destroyed 
his tent Friday morning that he will prob- 
ibly dle. 

Thornton and Will Glaff, concrete in- 
spector on the construction work, were 
isleep in the tent when Glaff was awak- 
ened by smoke. He jumped up from his 
20t to find the tent blazing all around him 
.nd his hair on fire. 

Calling to Thornton, he rushed for the 
door and ran out. Diving into a email 
srnowdrift he rolled until the fire fn his 
clothing and bair was out, and then turned 
to assist the men who had come running 
to the tent, in putting out the fire. 

The men, being unable to enter the tent, 
which was bullt of double canvas with 
a wooden framework and wooden ¢@oor, 
were trying to pull Thornton out with 
poles. 

Before they could get him out, the walls 
and roof of the tent fell in and he was 
surrounded with flames, his clothing be- 
ing entirely burned from his body. 

The camp is half a mile from Edwards- 
ville. 

Thornton was immediately taken to his 
home in Bdwardsville, where physicians 
stated that his recovery was doubtful. He 
is about 40 years of age and has a*wife and 
two children. He was formerly an clec- 
trical engineer in 8t.

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WATCH THE CITY’S INTERESTS. 

Two corporations are asking the Municipal Assembly for 
& franchise which not only is of very large intrinsic value, but 
the use of which is fraught with immense importance to all 
of that great territory lying east of Fourth street and south 
of Washington avenue. The Manufacturers’ Railway Co., which 
is in personnel the Anheuser-Busch company, operates a 
short surface line or switch extending from the Iron Mountain 
tracks westward across Broadway and Ninth streets into the 
brewery yards, near Pestalozzi street. Believing that the ware- 
housé district “under the hill,” or east of Third street, has very 
large possibilities of development, this company asks to be per- 
mitted to lay a line of surface tracks along the middle of Sec- 
ond street, al! the way from Potomac to Spruce—or really to 
Poplar street—a distance of two and one-half miles, with 
gwitehes eastward and westward into any warehouse or fac- 
tory desiring them. This railroad is designed to connect with 
the Iron Mountain and the Wiggins Ferry at the north and 
the southe ends respectively. It will afféct, for good or ill, ap- 
proximately one thousand acres of improved property almost iu 
the heart of the city. It argued, with much force, that 
this district is now nearly a_ desert because 
of the absence of direct railroad communication with the out- 
side world, and that the proposed railroad would be as an 
injection of vitality and growth in value to every foot of it, 
enabling warehouses and factories on the largest possibie scale 
to take the place of venerable and cheap store buildings 
throughout the area. On the of. the scales is the 
consideration that, if the road be authorized, retail uses of all 
property in the district are at an end; that Second street and 
all east will be absolutely barred to and that 
without far-seeing provisions in the ordinance the existing 
great obstacles to river traffic will be immensely increased. 

Competing with the Manufacturers’ Railway Co. for this large 
grant is the Iron Mountain Railway, which has presented an 
identical ordinance. 

The Assembly must realize that action of such vast import 
cannot be hastily taken, and that interests are to be considered 
entirely apart from those of the applicants and the owners of 
property in that district. If granted at all, the right should go 
to the compaany affording the largest possible protection and 
development of the interests of the city, and every provision in 
it should conserve the rights and the growth of St. Louis first, 
with only secondary regard for the advantages of parties pri- 
vately concerned. 

Finally, it is to be borne in mind that when the municipality 
aurreicicrs many miles of streets to a corporation forever, tle 
compensation must be continuing and large.

AN UNAPPRECIATED MASTERPIECE. 

Senator William J. Stone delivered a speech in the United 
States Senate supporting a resolution to compel the publishing 
of campaign expenditures in recent presidential] elections. It 
was 1 fervid and eloquent address, painting in graphic words 
the evils and dangers of large campaign funds and their secret 
contribution and distribution. The senator’s logic was unas- 
sailable. The evils he depicted are universally recognized. 

But the speech fell upon dull ears. Although the senator vig- 
orously attacked the Republican national committee, his utter- 
ances were/’received so lightly and indifferently by his fellow sen- 
ators that not one felt impelled to reply. 

Doubtless this cold reception of his oratorical masterpiece 
astonished Senator Stone, but if he has noted the comments 
and cartoons of the press he has an inkling of the cause. [he 
newspapers did not take the senator’s denunciations and warn- 
ings seriously. They did not give the full weight of the words 
to his impassioned appeal for publicity and purity, in politics. 
Some were heartless enough to refer to “alum,” “baking pow- 
der” and “public health societies.” 

While Senator Stone was pointing out the danger of con- 
cealed sources and uses of campaign funds, his fellow senators 
may have recalled that it was he who advised a chairman of 
the Missouri Democratic state committee to evade the state’s 
corrupt practices act by concealing under his own name the 
source of a campaign contribution from a notorious corporation 
lobbyist. 

When the senator was virtuously denouncing secrecy in the 
identity of campaign contributors, his senatorial associates 
may have remembered that it was Stone himself who lobbied for 
the Baking Powder Trust in the guise of an attorney for a 
mythical healch society of his own making. 

There is still in the public mind an old-fashioned prejudice 
against a reformer with unclean hands—against a statesman 
whose own record renders his denunciation of public evils “mere 
svund and fury, signifying nothing.” It is unfortunate for Sen- 
ator Stone and the great state he represents in the Senate that 
this prejudice is a bar to his usefulness in public life.

“re my husband had only let me know 
of his trouble, I would have kept him 
from killing himself for lack of money, 
though my means are limited,’’ said Mrs. 
Robert Bowen to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter in the coroner's office Friday morn- 
ing just after the inquest over the body 
of Robert Bowen, who drank chloral hy- 
drate and died Wednesday night. 

“] left him two months ago because he 
drank so heavily, but we were very fond 
of each other, nevertheless. I thought 
perhaps that he would improve under the 
cifcumatances, but it seems that he drank 
more than ever and became despondent. 

“Four years ago he received a bequest of 
$10.000; but it was all gone long ago. In all, 
he had been left nearly $100,000 in various 
amounts at different times, but he was 
always unlucky in his investments and lost 
all of it.” 

The coroner returned a verdict of suicide 
in the case. 

Mrs Bowen stated that she was trying to 
get into communication with Dr. B. K. 
Bowen of Columbia, Tenn., a brother of the 
dead man. The brother and a sister, Mrs. 
Frances Graves of Nashville are said to be 
wealthy. Mrs. Bowen will take charge of 
the body and arrange to have it shipped 
to Tennessee as requested by Bowen in 
a letter to a friend. 

Bowen was found dead in bed Thursday 
morning at 3135 Laclede avenue. In a liet- 
ter to Gordon Jones of 3707 South Jeffer- 
gon avenue he said that he had swallowed 
chloral hydrate. 

In the letter Bowen said that he was 
weak from lack of food and that he de- 
termined to kill himself as he had no 
money. He spoke of his great love for his 
wife and did not blame her in any way 
for his condition. 

Bowen had been in St. Louis for nearly 
ten years. He was married at Columbia, 
Tenn., about six years ago. His father 
was Maj. Achilles Bowen, who was well 
known in that part of the country. 

Until a few weeks ago the Bowens lived 
on Kennerly avenue, but Mrs. Bowen left
